12 To all thele purpoſes the Bedle of enery ward ſhall imploy his diiigence,and giuk his beſt furtherance, 

1 3 Alſo that vou haue ſpeciallregardthat from time to time, there be conuentent p2outſton foz Hookes, Lad⸗ 
ders.andBuckets, in meet places within the ſeuerall Pariſbes of vout ward, fox auoyding the perill of fire, 

14 Allo that the ſtreets and lanes ol this Citie be from time to time kept cleane befoze euery Lhurch,houſe,ſhop, 
warehouſe, dooze, dead wall, and in all other common paſſages and ſtrects of the ſaid ward. 

15 And where by diuers Acts ot common Councell, atoze time made and eſtabliſhed fox the common weale of 
this Citie. among other things it is oꝛdatned and enacted, as hereatte r emuech. 

Ado it is oꝛdained and enacted, That from hencefozth, no huckſter ot Ale oꝛ Beere be within any ward of the 
Citie of London but honeſt perſons, and of good name and kame. and lo tak eu and admitted by the Aldermen of the 
ward foꝛ the time being, and that the ſame huckſters do finde ſufficient laretie atoꝛe the Mayor and Aldermen foz the 
time being. to be ot good guiding and rule. And that the ame huckers hall keepe no b 3wd2y.no2ſufferns letcherp, 
dice⸗plaping, carding oz any other vnlawfull games to be done, exerciſed, oz vled within their houleg and to ſbut in 
their dooꝛes at nine of the clocke in the night from Michaelmas to Eaſter, and from Eaſter to Michaelmas at ten 
of the clocke in the night, and after that houre ſell none Ale oꝛ Beere. And it any huckſter ot Beere oꝛ Ale, after this 
Act publiſhed and pꝛoclaimed, lell any Ale oz Beere within any ward ofthe Citie of London, and be not admitted by 
the Alderman of the lame ward lo to doe, oz finde not ſufficient ſurety, as it is abone-rehearſed, the ſame hucktter to 
haue impꝛiſonment, and make fine and ranlome foz his tonteinpt, after the Diſcretion of the Mayo and Aldermen, 
And alſo that the ſaid huckſters ſuffer no manner of common eating and dꝛinking within their cellars oz vaults, con⸗ 
trary to the oꝛdinance thoreof oꝛdained and pꝛouided, as in the ſaid Act moꝛe plainly appeareth at large, ue charge 
you that you put the ſame in due execution acco2ding!y, . 

16 And ailſothat ye ſee all Tiplers and other ſellers of Ale oz Beere, as well of pꝛinie Oſteries, as Bietders and 
Inholders within your ward, not ſelling by la full meaſures ſealed and marked with the letter C. crowned, accoꝛ 
ding as in that behalfe it is oꝛdained and purueyed,be pꝛelente d. and their names in your laid Indentures be expꝛel⸗ 
ſed, with their de fault, ſo that the Chamber laine may belawfully anſwered ok their amercements, 

17 And alto that youſufferno ſtranger boꝛne out of the Realme to be of the common Councell, noz to exerciſe oꝛ 
ve any other office within this Litte, noꝛ receiue oꝛ accept any perſon into your watch pꝛiuie, oꝛ open, but Eng iſb⸗ 
men boꝛne. And il any ſtranger bozne out of this Realme, made denizen by the Kings Letters Patents, oꝛ any o⸗ 
ther after his courſe and lot be appointed to any watch. that then pe command and compell him oz them to finde in hig 
ſtead and place, one Engliſbman to ſupply the ſame. 

18 Yndalfo that you cauſe an abſtract ofthe Aſſiſe appointed by Act of Parliament foz billets and other fires 
wood to be faire wzitten in Parchment and to be fixed oz hanged vp ina Table in ſome fit and conuenient place in 
euery pariſh within vour ward where the common people may beſtſee the ſame. 

19 And kurthermoꝛe, we charge and command you, That vou cauſe ſuch pzouiſion to de had in your ſaid ward, 
that all the ſtreets and lanes within the ſame ward, be from time to time tleanſed and cleerely voyded of ozdure dung, 
mpꝛe. rubbiſb, and other filthy things whatſoeuer be to the annopante of the Kings Maieſties ſubiects, 

20 And alſo that at all times as you ſhall thinke neceſſary vou do caule ſearch to be made within your ſaid ward, 
fo2 all vagrant beggers, ſuſpicious and idle people, and ſuch as cannot ſbew how to liue, and ſuch as ſhall be found 
— —— that vou cauſe to be puniſbed and dealt with actoꝛding to the law andthe ſtatute in tuch caſe 
oꝛdained and pz . 

21 And alſo we will and charge you theſatd Alderman, that your ſelfe certifie and pzeſent befozevs at the ſaid 
generall Court to be holden the fozeſatd Munday next after the Feaſt ofthe Epiphany all the names and ſurnames 
truly wꝛitten ok ſuch perſons within your laid ward, as be able to paſſe in aGzand=Jury by themſelues: Ind alſo 
all the names and ſurnames truly wꝛitten of fuch perſons, being and dwelling within yourſaid ward, as be able to 
p aſſe in à Petty Jurie and not able to paſſe in a S̃ꝛand⸗ Jury bythemſelues: that is to ſay,euery Gꝛand⸗ Jury man 
to bee woꝛth in Goods an hundꝛed Markes, and euery petty Jury man foꝛtie Markes, accoꝛding to an Act in that 
caſe oꝛdained and pꝛouidedʒ And the lame you ſballindozſe on the backſide of your Indenture. 

22 Item fo diuers reaſonable and vꝛgent conſiderations vs eſpecially moning, we ſtraitly charge and com⸗ 
mand you on the Ring our Soueraigne Loꝛds behalte, that vou diligentiv pꝛouide and fozeſee, that no manner of 
perſon oz perſons within your laid ward, of what condition oz degree ſocuer he oz they be of, keeping any Tauerne 
02 Alehouſe, Ale-cellar, 02 any other victuailing houſe oz place of common reſozt to eat and d2inke in, within the 
ſame ward, permit oz ſuffer at anytime hereafter any common woman of their bodies, oꝛ harlots to reſoꝛt and come 
into their ſaid houſe oz other the places afozeſatd, to eate oz dzinke,oz otherwiſe to be conuerſant oz abide, o2 thither 
to haunt oz frequent vpon paine of impꝛilonment, as well ofthe occupier and keeper ofeuery ſuch houſe oz houſes, 
and all other the places afoze remembzed,as of the common woman oꝛ harlots.

a Tem, where the Margmote Enqueſts within the ſeuerall TMards of this Citie, foz the maintenance - 
. okhoneſiy, vertue, and good liuing, and koz the aboliſbment, exiling and ſuppꝛeſling of all kinde of vice, 
e euill rule, and iniquity, accozding to the ancient landable Lawes and Luftomes ofthe ſaid Citie, are 
v4 yearely ſeueraliy charged and cwooꝛne, vpon the day of Saint Thomas the Apoſtie defoze the Aldermen 
of the tald wards, chielely and pzincipaliy tothe end and intend, that they with all diligence ſhould truly and duely 
inquire and pꝛelent all ſuch enozmities ,nulances, miſozder; and offences, as are, oz at any time within the ſpace of 
one Whole yeare-then next enſuing, ſball be ſeuerally vſed,committed:oz done within the ſaid dMardg, and haue day 
reareip to made thetr ald preſentments , vat the Hundar nex t alter the Feaſt of the Epiphany.

their laid Dathes oꝛ yet the great commo ,btflity quietneſſe, honour and woꝛſbip that might oz ſhould grow 


and enſue to the ſaid City and inhabitants ol the ſame though their good induſtrioug and indifferent proceedings. 
foz the aduancement of vertue, and repꝛeſſing of vices, haue dꝛawne it in a manner into a very ozdinary courſe and 
common cuſtome, to conſume and ſpend a great part of their ſaid time, that they haue yearly given vnto them when 
they receiue their ſaid charge: partly in ſetting vp among themlelues a cercaine commons, and making x keeping 
many coſtly and ſumptuous dinners, (uppers, and banquets, inuiting and calling to the lame at ſundꝛy times ina 
manner all the inhabitants ofthe ſapd ſeuerall wards, to the no little charges ot the lame inhabitants: and partly 
in paſſing x occupying much part of the lame time, in playing at dice tables, cards, and luch other vnlawfuil games 
both to the great coſts, chargrs, and expences ofthe kai) Snqueſts : whereoi the greater part are moſt commonly 
but pooꝛe men) and alſo to the very lewd, pernicious, aud euil example ot᷑ all ſach as haue any acteſſe oz recourſe vn⸗ 
to the lame Enqueſts. And where allo the laid Enqueſts haue ot late vſurped to diſpence with luch perſons, as they 
by their ſearch and otherwiſe haue kounden to offend and tranſgrefle the Lawez, in pſtng and occupying ol vnlaw⸗ 
fall M eights and Mealures, taking of the ſaid Offendoꝛs certaine Fines, which Fines (as it is ſaid)the ſaid En⸗ 
queſts haue commonly vled to imploy towards the maintenance of their ſaid Feaſting # Banquetting, directly a⸗ 
gainſt the due oꝛder of our Soueraigne Lo2d the Kings Lawes, # the pub .ike wealth of allhis Highnelſe Snb⸗ 
tects within the ſatd Citie, and much to the repꝛoach and diſhonour of the ſame Citie. 

Fox remedy and refo2zmatton thereok, be it oꝛdained, enacted, and eſtabliſhed by the Loꝛd Payoz, Aldermen and

Pꝛouided al way, and be it enacted by the authoꝛit y afoꝛeſaid, That it ſhaibe law full foꝛ all and euer of the ſaid 
£aqueits, to ta ie and receiue to vards the charges of their fire and candleg, and other neceſlaries during the time 
ot their laid Seilion, all and enery lach lummes okmouey, as any honeſt perſon oz perſons of their free will a bene⸗ 
uolent mind will giue oz offer vnto them. And whenthep haue made their laid pzeſentments, to goe and aſſemble 
themlelues together foꝛ their recreation and ſolace,. where they ſhall think it good and there not only to beſtow and 
ſpend the twenty ſhillings, which euery Alderman within his Ward, accoꝛding to a cert ain odzer lately taken, ſball 
yearely giue vnto them at the time of the delinery ol the laid pꝛelentments, towards their laid charges in this be⸗ 
halle: but allo the reſidue ofthe ſaid mony teteiued a gathered, as it is afozeſaid,ofthe beneuolence of their laid lo⸗ 
uing friends, ik any ſuch relidue ſhall foztune to remaine: Any clauſe oꝛ Article in this peeſent Act contained to the 
contrary notwithftanding. | 5
